Bailey, who faced a similar charge. 


Not in many years has so much 


popular interest been manifested in 
a case before the courts. This is due 
not only to the prominence of Case- 
ment, but also because it was ex- 
pected evidence would be produced, 
which would lay bare a widespread 
plot resulting in the revolt. 
There was an unexpected number 


of applications for. seats in the little 
courtroom, but admission was 
re- 
stricted to about 100 persons, includ- 
ing press representatives.

He served 
with his .regiment in India and was 
honorably discharged. 
On the out- 
break of the European war Bailey 
was called out as a reservist and 
salted with the original expeditionary 
forces to France. He was 
taken 
prisoner In September, 
1914. 


The attorney-general said Bailey 


had» related how a large number of 
Irish prisoners had been 
collected 


from various prisons in Germany and 
placed In a large camp at Leiberg. 
There tkey heard addresses by Case- 
ment who tried to inflame 
their 


minds against the British 
govern- 
ment and persuaded them to break 
their oaths of allegiance and support 


Berlin as the guests of the German 
government. 


In the event that Germany won a 
sea battle he would land the brigade 
in Ireland to defend" that 
country 


against England and if Germany lost 
the war the German government 
would give each man 10 to 20 pounds 
and free passage to America. 


When the 
speaker 
added 
that 


Casement's offer was treated 
with 


contempt by a vast majority of the 
Irish prisoners, 
Casement 
smiled 


and glanced toward Bailey. 


Sir Frederick Smith followed the 


story of Casement's alleged machi- 
nations in Berlin with details of his 
trip by submarine to Tralee where 
he lauded on 
Good Friday 
with 


Bailey and a third man named Mon- 
teit. who is still at large. He also 
told of the sending of a ship with

Nebraska In Ancient Days. 


In late tertiary times what is now 


Nebraska was a low lying and swampy 
region, covered with vegetation similar 
to that now growing in most climates 
much farther south. Camels and lla 
mas were abundant, and during tlie 
pliocene epoch great ground sloths and 
glyptodonts, whose relatives now live 
in South America, Inhabited western 
Nebraska. Mastodons with tusks on 
both the upper and lower Jaws, much 
like those of the miocene epoch, stll 
persisted. Short legged rhinoceroses re- 
mained abundant, and there was a 
gi-eat variety of wolflike earnlvora. 
Saber toothed tigers and true cats, 
some of them considerably larger than 
the modern tigers, \vere also abundant. 
Three toed horses were still numerous, 
but the modern genus cquus was not 
among them. One of the most curious 
animals of the time in Kansas and 
Nebraska was a gopher-like rodent that 
had two large horns on his nose. Its 
enormous claws Indicate good burrow- 
ing powers, and its horns also may 
have been, used in digging.—Argonaut.

by the result of this campaign. 


In transporting supplies overland 


to the main bases, through a country 
without railroads, 
the automobile 


trucks have proven much superior to 
the old fashioned mule wagon teams, 
the reliance when Gcronimo was pur- 
sued through

country. 


Meanwhile the mules as pack ani- 
mals have gone beyond the new truck 
lines into country where no wheeled 
vehicle yet invented can move, cross- 
ing chasm 
and 
climbing through

than horses in the bandit chases.
